DEAR MANIOR; You have just seen an effective demonstration of Counmunist conspiratorial 
strength— in the- popular uproar against the execution of convicted kidnapper Caryl Chessman. - 'The-- Goa'— 
munists used the Chessman case to inflame anti-American sentiment here and all over the vorld* 

Meanwhile, the Communist government of Hungary went ri^t on hanging hundreds of hoys and girls 
vho were suspected of participating in the 1956 anti -Communist revolution. Needless to say, the Com- 
munists in this country staged no parades against this continuing Hungarian massacre. 

How do the Reds stimulate these mass demonstrations against us right here in the U.S.A. ? The 
secrecy of their diaholical operations is very deep Indeed, hut the F.B.I. does manage to penetrate 
it from time to time with its carefully selected undercover agents. 

These daring, dedicated men and women deliberately work their way into the Communist Party ap- 
paratus and stay there, sometimes for many years while they make secret reports regularly to their 
F.B.I. contacts. 

Very often, these patriots are discovered hy the Communists eind pron^tly liquidated hy profes- 
sional Communist killers.

After eight years of service in the Communist conspiracy under F.B.I. orders, Mir. Penha was 
"graduated", so to speak, when he was called before the House of Representatives Uh-Amerlceui Activi- 
ties Committee in 1958 for the purpose of publicly exposing Communist subversives with whom he had 
been associated in the Communist apparatus. 

Since he left the Communist Party two years ago, Mr. Penha has been working continuously, trav- 
eling, lecturing, and organizing Americans to fight Communism. A few days ago he was given one of 
the top awards of PVeedoms Foundation at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, for this patriotic activity. 

Mr. Penha, how long did^it take you to worm your way into the Communist apparatus? 

. MR. PENHA: Act\ially, I spent six years in preparation to join the conspiracy. Subsequently, I 

was eight years an actual member. 

DEAN MANION: Did the Reds put you in a position of leader ^ip? . 

MR. PENHA; Ordinarily, one must spend ten years of apprenticeship before he gets ' leaderstdp in 
the conspiracy. I made it in five years. 

DEAN MANION: Tell us some of the positions that you held in the conspiracy. - 

MR. PENHA: I held various positions, including member of section committee of New Bedford, sec- 
tion organizer of New Bedford, chairman of Bristol County, member of the Massachusetts State Board, a 
member of the New Sagland Metals Commission, the New England District Committee which controls all 
phases of activities throughout the entire New England airea. 
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I was also on the national level in the National Trade Commission, national Textile Commission, 
and I also served on other levels, Freedom of Press conference and the like. 

DEAN MANION; As I \mder stand it, Mr. Penha, during the whole period of youi; member ship in the 
Communist conspiracy you had to divorce yourself from your friends, your religion, and your past busi- 
ness associations. In other words, you had to live a con^lete lie, deceiving even your own children. 
How did you ever manage to put over a hoax like that? 

MR. PENHA; It was not easy* This was one of t he things that bpl^my wife and I ha d to contend 
with and, certainly, we had to suffer. We had to divorce ourselves con 5 )letely from our church, even 
prior to Joining the Communist conspiracy and subsequently throu^out the entire ei^t years. 

Our friends, well here again we lost the major part of them, practically all of them. Our so- 
cial standards were reduced down to such a level that I lost the good friends that I had. 

DEAN MANION: Was it necessary for your wife also to become a Oommunlst? 

MR. PENHA: Ify wife never actually became a member of the Communist Party but she was in on the 

arrangements emd had to ceirry out the masquerade about being active on Communist fronts. 

DEAN MANION: Didn't the Communists get suspicious of you during all these years? What do they 

do to protect themselves from the kind of penetration that you acconqpllshed? 

RISK OF LIQUIDATION IS CONSTANT 

MR. PENHA: I would like to bring out the matter of how the Communist conspirators act in re- 

gards to the’matter of security. Here in America we don't tinder stand -vdoat the Communists are and 
what they do. They are so different that every so often they will search our homes and look for the' 
sligihtest evidence of defection from the psirty. 

If thpy could find a Bible or any religious article, naturally that would mean that I would be 
throu^. The chances would be most likely liquidation. ‘ 

In connection with this I had to argue with ny children time etnd again and try to convince them 
that there was no God and, believe me, this was not easy. I am glad to say that my children resisted 
my, arguments . This deception of our children to me was the most difficult of- this assignment. 

DEAN MANION: Mr. Penha, why does the F.B.I. ask a man to make a terrible sacrifice like this, 

even to lie to his own children? Do you think that the Communist threat is serious enou^ to justify 
such risks and sacrifices?

MR. PENHA: Frankly, I think so. The Communist conspiracy today is far more serious a threat 

than has ever been recognized against our civilizatioa . There is absolutely nothing that the Commu- 
nis^ will not do in order to reach their goal of world domination . They have no moral restraint, 
they are passionately dedicated to their goal; they are like missionaries in a diabolical cause . 

. DEAN MANION: But, we are consj^tly being told that there are only a few thousaind Communists 

in the United States. Mr. Penha, how can this small number of people be such a menace to a big coun-

DEAN MANION: If that is so, Mr. Penha, what are the Communists waiting for? 

MR. PENHA: They are waiting until they are ready. The Communist plan is not merely to take 
over the United States of America. Their plan is to take over the world and they are doing just that 
now. 

They have all of the necessary patience and time and they are succeeding. Yet, we are led to 
believe, not only by Khrushchev but even in our own press, even by Americans, even by the do-lt-your- 
self experts who have visited the Soviet Union, who may tomorrow become our next President, that the 
Communists are now striving for peace. 

Marxist's Review is a basic rule book and policy guide for members of the Communist Party of 
America. I have on hand the No. 11, Volume 2. On page 69 it says: 
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"In Argentina, last year, secondary school pistils supported 
the hig strike called hy university students. Teen-agers erected 
■barricades, clashed with police, cau^t the tear-gas hombs “before 
they exploded and threv them hack to the police. 

"Sc 2 me 400 youths and girls applied for Coanmunist Youth 
Federation membership during the strike. We now have Communist 
Youth Organizations in most of the 32 colleges in Buenos Aires." 

tbfs shows certainly we have ^ wake up and^ if we_ don't, if we should strike at them

Q^tes completely from the inside in twenty-four hours . — — 

Our first Job therefore is to root these Communists out of management, out of Industry, out of 
our schools, yes, even out of our Government. Until we do that, all of our other efforts here and 
all over the world will be in vain. 

DEAN MAUI ON: ^ . Penha, you say that our main Job is to root the Communist conspiracy out of 
this country. Is arybody doing that or at least trying to do it? 

MR. PENHA: Yes, our Congressional Committees are trying to do it. Our Senate Internal Securi- 
ty Sub-Committee, the House Un-American Activities Committees, are working, on this Job every day. J. 
Edgar Hoover and the F.B.I. are working ni^t and day to keep the Communists under surveillance. 

Nevertheless, the chief obstacle to their success is the ignorance of the African people with 
reference to the dangerous extent of the Communist penetration of the United States. Our schools, 

our politicians, our egg-heads, all contribute to this ignorance by calling it "witch-hunting", and 
McCarthylsm". 

The press, radio and T.'V. must share the blame for this public ignorance. For instance, take 
the recent outburst of anti-Semitism throughout the world. ' These outbursts were headlined everyirtiere 
but practically nowhere did we see the story that these anti-Jewish demonstrations were deliberately 
inspired by the Communists to discredit the anti -Communist government of Germany primarily. 

MORE THAN 2,000 COMMUNISTS IN PLANTS AND GOVERNMENT 

It was well known to everyone who knew the first thing about Communist tactics, .but the Commu- 
nist origin of the anti-Jewish demonstrations was not publicized. We published exactly what the 
Communists wanted publicized. 

^ r. pointed out in one of your broadcasts. Dean Mahion, that we know of 2,000 Communists work- 
ing in our defense plants. As a matter of fact, there are maiy more Communists Ihan that in these 
in. Government, but we have no enforceable law to get them out . 

The Supreme Court has held that we ceumot fire a Communist out of the Government or out of a de- 
fense plant unless he is in a sensitive position. As a matter of fact, a Communist in any position ' 
is a menace to our safety. I worked in such assignments for years, and I know that every Communist 

is assigned to his task to advance the cause of the Communist revolution and the destruction of our 
American freedom. 

As you said in your broadcast, "The conspiracy against the truth about Communism is idiat" makes " 
the Communist conspiracy possible." 

DEAN MAHION: Mr. ]^enha, what do you th ink is the 'basic mistake that most Americans make in 

their estimation of Communism? 

MR. PENHA: We continue to fool ourselves by failing to make a proper distinction between the 

philosophy of Communism and the policy of Ihe Soviet Tfcion. The policy of Soviet Russia is only a 
tactic, a scheme, a strategy. When Soviet Russia's policy was favorable to the United States and to 
the Western Powers, many believed that Russia's Communism was good. When Soviet Russia's policies 
were unfavorable they believed Communism was bad. 

If we Judge Soviet Russia by its philosophy, Soviet policy would never deceive us. * We would 
know that its philosophy is wicked and is bent on the subjugation of mankind to dictatorship. 



DEAN MANION: 



Mr. Pe nh a, how did you finally manage to get out of the Communist' apparatus? 



MR. PENHA: ^>When it got to the point that ny dau^ter started speaking about Socialism and ac- 
cepting its ideals, then I had to make a decision. I then requested that I be released from my du- /4 
ties. Approximately, three months later the hearings in Boston took place which was the only way 







that I could come out* To resign vould have meant either hlactanail for the rest of my life or liqui- 
dation. That vas the reason vhy I did come out in the open on March l8, 1956* 

DEAN MANION: How many Communists did you identify at that hearing? 

MR. PENHA: I gave evidence to approximately 225 Communists out of a total of 482 that I gave 

in executive sessslon.

DEAN MANION; You gave all these n^s under oath. Did any of these people ever accuse you of 
perjiiry, or sue you for having given false testimony ahoiit them? 

MR. PENHA: No, they never did. A lot of people think t^t, because you are a Government wit- 
ness, you have immunity. That is the furtherest thing from the truth. I could he charged with per- 
jury Just like any other Communist. “What I had to say was the truth. 

DEAN MANION: Wbat kind of people did you name as Communists? 

MR. PENHA: They were students, educators, business and professional people, trade union offi- 

cials, people in management and in other walks of llfej in fact. Just about as many as you can name. 

DEAN MANION: You told me once that, as a Commuiiist leader, you conducted Communist study clubs 

in various colleges of New England. How many clubs and how many colleges were involved? 

MR. PENHA: At the time that I undertook the task to coordinate the cixrrent party line in the 

student cells, there were twenty in number in five colleges and universities throu^out New England. 

DEAN MANION: Were these hl^ly rated institutions? 

MR. PENHA: I would like to add. Dean, that not only were they hi^ly rated in New England, two 

of the five were hi^ly rated in the country as about the very best, if not the best. ; 

DEAN MANION: Mr. Penha, many people believe that the Communist Pariy is Just another political 

party. Can you tell us, therefore,, if these Communist con^irators are required to take any kind of 
pledge or oath? 

MR. PENHA: They certainly do. Dean Manion, and I think when you hear what type of a pledge "a 

Communist has to take, the one I had to take, and that all Communists have to take when they Join the 

Communist Party, I am sure you will not call it a political party. Here is the quote: 5 ^ 

**I pledge nyself to rally the masses to defend the Soviet 
Union, the head of victorious Socialism. I pledge By self to re- 
main at all times a vigilant and firm defender of the Leninist * » 

line of the Pariy, - the only line that insures a triumphant 
Soviet power in the U.S." 

That is the oath of allegiance that an American Soviet Communist takes in this countiy. And, 
in conclusion, I would like to say what you are doing for America in these short words: If we had a

I told him I didn’t believe in compulsory insurance, I had no 
money as I had eight children to support, and "that I didn't x-jish to dis- 
cuss tne jiijiatter. I was too busy trying to make a living. 

He then asked me x:hy I didn't believe in Social Security. He 
told me it was the lax^r, it was voted in by a riia.jority of the people, it 
tiTas cheap, it would take care of my children if something happened to me 
(in the meantime he had sat dox-m in a chair at my desk and started inciting 
in his folder) . 



I replied l^o his claims, saying that compulsory Social Security 
Insurance xjas a violation of the supreme lax-r, the Oors titution, and a 
violation of inalienable human rights (#hich no p,ox*rer on earth cant ake 
axvay"). It was not voted in by a majority of the people but xms a fraud 
on the people forced threw gh Congress by pressure groups. I told him 
that it was actually expensive (If you count the costs of operating the 
Social Security prograiia vihich the people also have to pay for through 
regular taxes plus other related costs). I also told him, in effect, that 
from^my impression of the bureaucrats that I had come in contact with 
(having in mind the eight years of harassment that I had taken from them 
over my old age since Social Security x^as imposed on the self-employed) 
they x-rere totally unfit to take care of raj children or riiy old age. To me 
the too young or the too old, except in special cases, are a faHiily res- 
ponsibility not the state's and not a political football or a vote-getting 
mechanism.
